Sir, 

I have the honour to submit the Annual General Abstracts 
ot the Agricultural Statistics for Ireland, which give, by Counties 
and Provinces, the acreage under Crops and the numbers and 
classes of Live Stock in Ireland ill 1910. 

It should be stated that in order to make public at the earliest 
date the information obtained, the figures presented in this return 
are unrevised. 

The Report is divided into two sections : I. Area of Land and 
Crops, and II. Number of Live Stock. 

(I) AREA OF LAND AND CROPS.

CHANGES IN THE TILLAGE AREA. 


The total area of corn and green crops, including flax and 
fruit, amounted in 1910 to 2,871,214 acres as compared with 
2,304,159 acres in 1909, an increase of 67,065 acres, or 2-9 per cent. 
There are increases in all four provinces amounting in Leinster to 
24,266 acres or 4-0 per cent., in Munster, 6,668 acres or 1-3 per 
cent., in Ulster, 17,140 acres or 1-9 per cent., and in Connaught, 
18,981 acres or 6-9 per cent.

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The outstanding change in the area of corn crops as compared 
with that of 1909 is the general increase in the areas of wheat, 
oats and barley, with the exception of Ulster which shows a 
decrease in barley. 


Wheat. — There is an increase of 4,025 acres or 9-2 per cent, 
in the total area under wheat. There is an increase of 1,234 acres 
in Leinster, 1,138 acres in Munster, 1,422 acres in Ulster, and 231 
acres in Connaught. The increase in area is most marked in 
Kilkenny, Louth, Wexford, Cork, Tipperary South, Down and 
Mayo. 


Oats. — There is an increase of 37,955 acres or 3-6 per cent, 
in the total area of oats. There are increases of 11,841 acres in 
Leinster, 7,954 acres in Munster, 10,106 acres in Ulster, and 8,054 
acres in Connaught. The increase is general throughout the 
counties. The only counties in which a decrease in oats is seen 
are Queen’s County, Tipperary North and Tipperary South, and 
in no case is the decrease large. 


Barley and Bere. — There is an increase of 4,908 acres or 3-0 
per cent, in the total area of barley and bere. In Leinster the 
acreage has increased from 114,015 acres to 119,023 acres, an in- 
crease of 5,008 acres or 4-4 per cent. — the increase in the acreage 
being considerable in Kilkenny, King’s County and Wexford. In 
Munster the acreage in 1910 amounts to 41,506 acres as compared 
with 41,031 acres in 1909, an increase of 475 acres or 1-2 per cent. 
The increase has taken place principally in Cork and Waterford. 
In Connaught the area is 3,630 acres as compared with 3,110 
in 1909, an increase of 520 acres or 16-7 per cent. In Ulster, on 
the other hand, the area of barley and bere in 1910 is 3,849, as 
compared with 4,944 in 1909, a decrease of 1,095 or 22-1 per cent. 


Rye. — There is an increase of 1,217 acres or 16-3 per cent, in 
the total area of rye. There is a decrease of 85 acres in Leinster 
and increases of 114 acres in Munster, 163 acres in Ulster, and 
1,025 acres in Connaught. 

Beans and Pease. — There is an increase of 179 acres or 9-5 
per cent, in the total area of beans and pease. The area of beans 
in 1910 is 1,839 acres as compared wtih 1,626 acres in 1909, an 
increase of 213 acres, or 13-1 per cent. The total area of pease in 
1910 is 230 acres as compared with 264 acres in 1909, a decrease 
of 34 acres.

Potatoes.— The total area of potatoes in 1910 is 593,065 
“/s compared with 679,799 acres in 1909, an increase of 
Id, 266 acres or 2-3 per cent. There is an increase in Leinster of 
4712 acres, m Munster of 1,820 acres, in Ulster of 2,103 
acres, and in Connaught of 7,131 acres. In Leinster the increase 
is seen chiefly in King’s County, Longford, Queen’s County, West- 
meath and Wexford. In Munster the increase has taken place 
chiefly in Clare and Kerry. In Ulster the increases are chiefly in 
the counties Armagh, Cavan and Donegal. In Connaught there is 
an r if lc ^ eaS6 a ^ counties, but chiefly in Galway and Mayo. 

. increase in the area of potatoes this year is the first recorded 
increase in the total extent of that crop in Ireland within the 
past twenty-two years.

Cabbage— The area of cabbage in 1910 is 30,857 acres as 
compared with 39,430 acres in 1909, a decrease of 8,573 acres or 
^il-7 per cent. There are decreases of 807 acres in Leinster, 4,660 
acres in Munster, 2,476 acres in Ulster and 630 acres in Con- 
naught. 
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Minor Green Crops. — The area under carrots has de- 
creased by 45 acres. There is an increase of 20 acres in 
parsnips, and of 454 acres in vetches, and a decrease of 97 acres in 
rape. “ Other Green Crops,” i.e., such as are not specified among 
the foregoing, show an increase amounting to 5,289 acres. 


FLAX. 

The area under flax is 45,974 acres in 1910 as compared with 
38,110 acres in 1909 — an increase of 7,864 acres, or 17.1 per cent. 
The increase is general throughout the flax-growing counties. In 
Antrim there is an increase of 1,402 acres, in Armagh of 639 acres, 
in Donegal of 907 acres, in Down of 1,652 acres, in Londonderry 
of 2,017 acres, and in Tyrone of 1,280 acres. 

FRUIT. 

The total area of fruit is returned in 1910 at 12,994 acres 
as compared with 12,583 acres in 1909 — an increase of 411 acres, 
or 3-2 per cent. There is an increase in each of the four provinces. 

SUMMARY OF CROPS BY PROVINCES. 

The following summary shows the main changes in the area of 
corn and green crops, flax, and fruit, by Provinces : — 

In Leinster thearea under com crops increased by 18,027 acres. 
There is an increase of 11,841 acres in oats, of 1,234 acres in wheat 
and 5,008 acres in barley. In green crops there is a net increase of 
6,018 acres. There is an increase of 2,712 acres in potatoes, of 142 
acres in turnips, and of 1,698 acres in mangels and beet root 
There is a decrease of 807 acres in cabbage. The area of fruit 
shows an increase of 195 acres. 

In Munster the area under corn crops has increased by 9,696 
acres, there being an increase in oats of 7,954 acres, in wheat of 
1,138 acres, and in barley and bere of 475 acres. Rye also show's 
an increase. In green crops there is a net decrease of 3,282 acres ; 
potatoes increased by 1,320 acres. There are decreases of 631 
acres in turnips, 605 acres in mangels and beet root, and 4,660 
acres in cabbage. The minor green crops show fluctuations, some 
increasing, others decreasing. There is an increase of 108 acres 
in the area under flax and an increase of 146 acres in the area 
under fruit. 

In Ulster the area under corn crops has increased by 10,729 
acres. Oats has increased by 10,106 acres; wheat by 1,422. There 
is a decrease of 1,095 acres in barley and bere. In green crops 
there is a decrease of 1,370 acres. Potatoes increased by 2,103 
acres. There are decreases in turnips of 2,008 acres, and in 
cabbage of 2,476 acres. Mangels and beet root are stationary. 
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The area under flax is returned in 1910 as 45,637 acres as com- 
pared with 37,905 acres in 1909, an increase of 7,732 acres. In 
fruit there is an increase of 49 acres. 

Ill Connaught the area under corn crops has increased bv 
9,832 acres. There is an increase of 8,054 acres in oats, of 231 
acres in wheat, of 620 acres in barley and bere, and of 1,025 acres 
in rye. In green crops there is an increase of 9,130 acres. There 
is an increase of 7,131 acres in potatoes, of 849 acres in turnips, 
of 736 acres in mangels and beet root, and a decrease of 630 
acres in cabbage. Fruit has increased by 21 acres.

The area under hay has increased in each of the four provinces. 
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PASTURE. 

The area of pasture, including mountain grazing, is returned 
as 12,456,258 acres in 1910, as compared with 12,541,014 acres 
in 1909 — a decrease of 84,756 acres. In this connection it 
should be remembered that there are certain areas which it is 
always difficult to classify, and which one year may be returned 
as “ grazed ” land, and another year may be returned as turf 
bog, or barren mountain, but the grazing value of these areas is 
small. The important increase or decrease in pasture is best 
measured by the extent to which the area of crops and of hay has 
decreased or increased, for in such a statistical ’’nquiry as the 
present the extent of the area under crops can be more exactly 
determined than the area of grazing land. 


In 1909 there is a net increase in the area of corn and green 
crops, flax, and fruit, of 67,055 acres, and an increase in hay of 
143,049 acres, making a total increase of 210,104 acres. This 
may be said to represent the actual decrease in the extent under 
pasture in 1910, leaving out of account the rough grazing land.

Horses, Mules, Asses— The total number of hoises has 
increased by 14,059. There is an increase m Leinster ot 3,815, 
in Munster of 4,206; in Ulster of 1,981; and m Connaught of 
3,997. 


Cattle.— The total number of cattle shows a decrease of 
10,676. There is an increase in Ulster of 3,502, and m Connaught 
of 4.083, and a decrease in Leinster of 7,562, and m Munster 
of 10 699 The total number of cattle while less than m the 
summers of 1908 and 1909, which showed the highest number 
on record, is still higher than in any preceding year except 1HU2.

There is an increase in Leinster of 771, in Ulster of 2,901, and in 
Connaught of 6,323 and a decrease in Munster of 1,347 jjxclud 
ing the years 1907 and 1908 the total number of milch cows 
(including heifers in calf) is the highest on record since 1860 


(2.) As regards other cattle the fall is in those one year old and 
upwards, in the several provinces, whereas there is an increase in 
all four provinces in calves including in that term all cattle under 
one year. In Ulster there is a decrease of 8,369 in cattle over 
one year, there being an increase in calves of 8,671. In Con- 
naught there is a decrease of 7,106 in cattle one year old and 
upwards, and an increase of 4,899 in calves. In Leinster there 
is a decrease of 11,506 in cattle, one year old and upwards, and 
an increase of 3,120 in calves. In Munster, cattle over one year 
have decreased by 14,046, there being an increase of 3,240 in 
calves. 


Sheep. The total number of sheep is returned in 1910 at 
3,979,516, being a decrease of 153,842 as compared with 1909. 

he decrease is in all classes of sheep. In Leinster there is a 
decrease of 66,861. In Munster there is a decrease of 51,574. 
In Lister the decrease amounts to 29,805, bift the number of sheep, 
one year and over, not kept for breeding has increased by 4,479. 
Connaught shows a slight decrease amounting to 5,602, there 
being an increase of 4,213 in sheep under one year. 


• increase in pigs of 60,826 has taken place chiefly 

in Leinster and Ulster. In Leinster there are increases in all 
c asses of pigs, amounting to 20,604. In Munster there is 
a net decrease of 3,494, there being an increase in pigs over six 
m ° n «, S ° t arld a decrease of 7,427 in the number under six 
mon s. In the province of Ulster the increase is in all classes of 
pigs and amounts to 22,500. Similarly in Connaught the total 
increase amounts to 11,216. 


Goats.— There is a decrease of 9,427 in the number of goats. 
a decrease of 1)229 in Leinster, of 3,984 in Munster, of 
633 m Ulster and of 3,581 in Connaught. 
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Poultry. — The number of poultry returned in 1910 amounts 
to 24,339,015 as compared with 24,104,934 iu 1909, showing an 
increase of 234,081 in 1910. In Leinster the number returned is 
4,942,195, in Munster 5,662,930, in Ulster 9,269,944, and in Con- 
naught 4,473,946. There is an increase of 244,488 in Ulster and 
of 64,977 in Connaught, and a decrease of 25,239 in Leinster and 
of 60,146 in Munster. A decrease has taken place in geese, and 
ducks, while an increase is shown in turkeys and ordinary fowl, 
as may be seen from the following table which gives the numbers 
of the different classes of poultry in 1909 and 1910 : —
